"The 
annual production of the plant will be 
approximately 3.000,000,000 kilowatt 
hours, which Is, according to tho geo¬ 
graphical survey statistics for 1922, 
75 per ccut. of the output of tho public 
utility plants In New’ England in that j 
year. 

"The cost of this power will bo well 
within tho range of the cheapest hydro¬ 
electric station iu this country, with 
tho added nsset of positive assurance 
of output. It will be possible to sell 
a part of the power in New Brunswick 
and In Malno, and, owing to tho loca¬ 
tion of the project, about 300 miles 
east of Boston, it will be within easy 
transmission distance of all of New 
England.” 

Mr. Cooper said that tho tides at tho 
site of the new power plant have n 
range that varies between 18 and 27 
feet eevry two weeks.

A proposal that efforts bo made to 
obtain tho admission of Canada Into 
full membership in the Pan-AmerlCan 
Union was one of a group of resold 
tlons for promoting better relations 
between tho throe Americas adopted 
by tho Pan-American Commercial 
Congress at Us final session In New 
York.

Though nickel Is not, like Iron and 
copper, ono of the world’s major in 
dustrlal metals, It occupies n piece of 
constantly increasing Importance and. 
Insofar ns Canada’s metal production 
Is concernod, Is second only to gold 
In the value of the annual output. 

Canada’s nickel Industry had Its be 
ginning In 1887, In the discovery that 
certain mineral deposits at Hudbury. 
In Ontario, that had boon taken up and 
worked for copper, also contained 
nickel and were In reality great nickel 
deposits rather than copper deposits 
Nickel was at this time, however, 
commercially speaking, a comparative 
ly unknown metal for which th«ro was 
no great demand—tho world’s annual 
consumption being only ubout 1,000 
short tons—so that tho history of the 
first few years of the industry Is the 
record of an almost continuous uphill 
fight to find new uses and a profitable 
market for the output Indeed, com 
petition In the nickel field has always 
been keen, and though numerous com 
panics have from time to time been 
formed to engage In the Industry in 
tho Sudbury district the only survlv 
ors aro the two largo corporations, the 
International Nickel Company and tho 
Mond Nickel Company. At the pres¬ 
ent time these two concerns account 
for practically all of Canada's output 
(In round figures some 35,000 short 
tons, valued at over $19,000,000, con 
stltuting 


Intelligent Crop Rotation fe Necessary 
For 8uccsssful Farming 

Mr. W. II. Fairfield, superintendent 
of the Dominion experimental station 
at Lethbridge, Alta., in bis latest an¬ 
nual report Issues a warning against 
excessive and continuous exclusive 
wheat cultivation in the wost He 
says that It is becoming more apparent 
each year that ono of the principal 
paths of progress that successful farra- 
Ing practice in that section of tho 
country must follow is Intelligent crop 
rotation. "Straight wheat growing," 
he adds, "has been almost the sole 
cropping system followed In Southern 
Alberta, as has been the case over 
much of the prairie region. In the 
more favored sections It still appears 
to bo satisfactory, but each yoar's 
operations makes straight wheat farm¬ 
ing moro difficult, as weed problems 
increase and sol! fertility especially 
soli fibre. Is depleted." 

At the tathbrldgo station rotations 
have been established on both dry and 
irrigated portions of the farm, and 
careful records ore kept each year— 
those for 1924 are detailed In the re¬ 
port—of expenses and returns so that 
It Is possible to determine the cost of 
producing each crop In each rotation 
and the apparent profits from the vari¬ 
ous crops. 


B.C. Mineral Output Increases 

Much Gold Recovered By Oldtime 
Panning Method In Casslar 
District 

British Columbia’s mineral output 
for 1025 Is expectod to reach tho $60.- 
000.000 mark, approximately one- 
fourth more than last year, according 
to an estimate prepared by tho pro¬ 
vincial mineralogist. Tho valuo of 
production last year was $48,704,601, 
while for the first eight months of 
this year. It has totalled $41,000,000. 

About $7,500 In gold was produced, 
according to W. A. Johnston, of the 
geological purvey of Canada, from 
Placers <yn Ooldpan Creek, Casslar. 
British Columbia, during the summer 
of 1925. All the mining was done by 
hand as In the seventies when the Cas 
slar district was the scene of consid¬ 
erable activity. 


Canada’s progress as a producer ot 
wheat, oats, barley and other crops,

ada's development. 

Wheat has loug been known as the 
rfiost Important of Canada's cereal 
crops, and It Is In tho production of 
this crop that the most striking pro i 
gross is noticeable In the Just coruplet- ;

Russian Pact With Turkey 

Three-Year Guarantee Is Concluded 
Between Two Countries 

Moscow.-— Russia has concluded a 
three-year guarantee pact with Turkey. 
It stipulates: 

First, neither country shall attack 
tin* other; second, in the event of mili¬ 
tary or naval action against either 
party by on»* or several countries, the 
other party agrees to remain neutral; 
third, neither party shall participate 
in any union or agreement of a poli¬ 
tical, economic or financial nature 
by oneytfr several other powers direct¬ 
ed against cither contracting party.

Do not 
winter your boes In trenches dug In 
the ground or In tho upper rooms of 
homes.

If this has to bo done, candy, 
made as follows, should be placed over 
the frames: Dlssolvo threo pounds 
granulated sugar In one pint of boiling 
water; after tho sugar has dissolved 
bring to a boll over n slow A re until 
It reaches 280 degrees F., or when the 
candy will form hard brlttlo strings 
on being dropped Into cold water; pbur 
Into moulds and allow to harden. I)o 
not disturb the candy after pouring 
or scrape It from the dish In which It 
was boiled Into the mould. Ta*e 
caro not to burn or pcoreh tho sugar 
when rooking. The candy should be 
hard, light amber in color and trans¬ 
parent.

When 
ho has assembled the viewpoints of a 
number of peoplo which may repre¬ 
sent every poiut of the compass, he 
realises that the truth Is somewhere 
In between. Rut ho may leave It to 
the public to draw tho diagram on 
which "X" marks tho spot. 

The average journalist recogulzes 
that there are not two persons who 
ar© equally interested or disinterested 
In each of the many items that find 
their way into print. If every article 
which the majority of the readers 
would pass over with Indifference were 
eliminated, a great saving of white 
paper would bo effected. One of the 
obligations of a newspaper is to cater 
to every decent point of view in the 
community and to deal with news hap 
pen Inga in such a way us to Interest 
as many of its readers as possible at 
ono time, that time being tho ever¬ 
present present. 

The churches may not have a prayer 
for the guldauce of editors, but the 
papers do uot lack advice on that ac¬ 
count Tho world is full of people 
who are determined that things shall 
not go wrong because the press lacks 
guidance from above.—Toronto Star.

C. II. Burnell, president of the 
Manitoba pool, obtained one bushel 
of Quality wheat from the Brandon 
experimental farm, ft was grown In 
tho Drandon district. Another bushel 
was obtained from D. Ruse, of Brad- 
wurdino, Man. 

Th 0 bushel from Drandon goes to 
tho Paris offico of tho Canadian 
Wheat Pools and will bo ground by 
ono of tho largest mill customers of 
tho pool In Franco, the Grando Mott* 
line do Paris.

Criminals Are Treated Too Welt 8aye 
Superintendent of Penitentlarlee 
General Hughes, superintendent of 
penliontlarloe In thta country, favors a 
Judicious uno of tho lash for harden¬ 
ed offenders. Apparently he does not 
believe that imprisonment Itself Is 
much of a deterrent. Most criminals, 
ho says, would rather faco n flvo year 
term than ono application of the lash, 
and he is probably right 

General Hughes has also taken the 
responsibility of saying, according to 
the report, that penitentiary accommo¬ 
dation in Canada Is better than that af¬ 
forded hr 9 9per cent, of the hotels 
excepting those la tho larger towns 
and cities. It may very well be that 
thero is too much coddling of crimin¬ 
als those days and that is one of tho 
reasons why crime haa becomo so pre¬ 
valent. Perhaps In the old days peo¬ 
plo accused of crime were.trcatod too 
harshly. There was probably too 
much of tho spirit of venegeance 
abroad; but now there la danger of tho 
pendulum swinging to the other ex¬ 
treme. After all it Is hot tho duty 
of society to furnish first-class, or,*ven 
second class, hotel accommodation for 
people who break the law, especially 
while there are so many law-abiding

Reports published In I<ondon that 
Russian speculators, acting on the 
Winnipeg and Chicago wheat markets, 
were responsible lor the Increase tn 
floor prices, were not borne out. It 
was declared tho rise In wheat prices 
was due chiefly to bad crop reports 
from Canada. Russia, Argentina and 
Australia. 

Answering a questloa concerning the 
Russian supply. Sir Herbert Bald he 
w ould not describe as falso the glow ing 
forecasts by the Soviet Government 
In August nud September, but tho crop 
was grossly over-estimated.

Work of Young Englishman Gave 
Britain Valuable Territory 

HoW R. W. IHiff added Kalantnn In 
tho Malay Tenlnsula to tho British em¬ 
pire Is revealed In a suit Just conclud¬ 
ed after lasting a decade, by which he 
wins damages of £378,000 and costs 
from the Kalantnn Government. 

Thirty years ago ttye young English* 
man Just from college, went to Pa¬ 
hang to command the military police. 
Rebellion breaking out ho was sent 
with Hugh Clifford, now governor of 
CeJlon, to quell It. When thn Insur¬ 
gents fled across tho border Into the 
neighbor stato of Kalantnn he follow¬ 
ed, being with Clifford, the first white 
man to enter It 

For four years the littl© command 
endured every kind of hardship. Dur¬ 
ing this period Duff saw tho possibili¬ 
ties of the country and when In 1900 
ho was invalided out of service he 
returned to London to Interest capital 
In obtaining concession. IIo thought 
If successful tho British Government 
would hack him. 

Returning to Kalatan ho outwitted 
tho Slameso nnd secured from tho 
Rajah extraordinary powers not only 
over tho resources but over tho na¬ 
tives. He mado laws, drew up poli¬ 
cies and among other things Inoculat¬ 
ed 300,000 natives against cholera nnd 
Smallpox. He opened up gold nnd 
silver mines and by 190C had several 
thousand acres of rubber under culti¬ 
vation. 

Tho British Government became 
Interested and treating with Slam 
In 1909, renounced extra territorial 
rights in that country in return for 
threo states including Kalatan.

A Hatton, general superintendent of transport* 
tion of the system, has issued a report covering the 
movement of grain on Canadian Pacific western lines 
from August I up to midnight Friday, December 18 
U is shown that on one day, Friday, November 20. 
8,559,000 bushels of grain were marketed and on 
Friday. November IS, 1.994 cars containing approx¬ 
imately 2.921,000 bushels of grain were loaded. In 
the twenty-four hours of that day this represents 83 
cars loaded every hour or a little mors than one and 
one-third cars per minute. 

Usually marketings and loadings take a sudden 
drop with the approach of the close of navigation but 
this year there was little diminution as the report 
•hows loadings on December 8 at 1.425 cars.
